What He Sees 


Saranel Coe. son of E. V. Coe, and a: 


fo>mer Cosbocton boy, is learning! 
something of life in the ^estern states; 
and along the Pacific slope. He spent 
several months in Tucson, Arizona, j 
working on a ranch a part of the time, i 
He is now located at San Francisco j 
and writessome interesting letters to ! 
his relative* here. THE AGE is per- | 
mitted to publish a part of one dated 
at San Francisco and received recent- 
ly. It. reads: 
"Yesterday we went out to tbe Cliff 


bouse and enjoyed the sights very 
much. Tbe fog was quite dense Lut 
not too heavy to prevent oar seeing 
tbe seals on the large rocks just out 
from the Cliff house. The wind was 
blowing unusually strong and the 
waves were splashing as higt as 50 
feet- We also saw the life saving 
crew and their boats. I walked down 
to the wharf and enjoyed seeing and 
learning somethiog about the large 
vessels. Out in the bay stood tbe 
battleship -Oregon'1 in all its grand- 
eur, and not far away the "Boston" 
was anchored. "Near one of the piers 
ssood the "Sierra.15 a fine looking ves- 
sel, loaded and prepared for an ocean 
voyage- She sails next Wednesday 
and if 1 am here until then I am go- 
ing through that vessel for it is one of 
the nnest^tbat lands here. I wlii try 
to get an idea of the mechanism and 
describe it to you in my next letter. 
Is ear the Sierra was the ship which 
makes the fast trip from here to San 
Diego and return. Another vessel in 
the harbor was the "Crown of Eng- 
land,'' and iron clad, which was being 
repaired. 
'I think I will eo through the gov- 


ernment mint tomorrow and it being 
the largest mint in the United States 
you will enjoy reading about it. Just 
to give you an idea of San Francisco I 
will give you a few statistics. It has 
a population of 370,OCO. there are 125 
miles of paved streets, it has 49 banks, 
15 theaters and 300 churches, 
t*iere 
are 28 cable aad electric railroads. 24 
parks and 26 hospitals- 
"I was talking with a man from 


Alaska the other evening and he said 
things we'e very quiet at Seattle. 
The rainy season causes business to 
slacken." 
In conclusion he says "Now don t 


take any rubber money, take good 
care of yourselves and don't write 
more than once a month as the mail 
men are verr busy."
